Railroad, traction, telegraph and 
telephone companies today suffered 
extensive damage north of this city 
from the heavy sleet and wind. The 
most serious trouble is reported be­ 
tween Edinburg and Indianapolis, al­ 
though miles of telephone lines just 
north of Columbus were torn down. 
This afternoon it was reported that 
seventy-seven poles in one stretch 
along the Pennsylvania tracks were 
broken down by the heavy coating of 
sleet and the stiff wind. 
The broken 
poles are located between Edinburg 
and Greenwood. 
At another place 
ten poles were down and it is said 


(Special to Seymour Republican) 
Columbus, Ind., December 29—As 
the result of eight inches of snow, the 
heaviest sleet in the history of this 
city and a terrific wind Columbus 
today is completely isolated from all 
sections north of here. 
The two re­ 
maining telephone circuits in use are 
through Seymour. 
One is direct to 
Seymour and the other is to Louis­ 
ville through the Seymour office. Roth 
circuits were out of commission for 
a while early today because of breaks 
within the city. 
At one point just north of here 
five miles of telephone wires 
and 
poles are in the highways. 
The line­ 
men worked from 
2 
o'clock 
this 
morning trying to repair the numer­ 
ous breaks but at daybreak found 
they had hardly begun on their work. 
Calls for assistance from Seymour 
and other neighboring towns for line­ 
men and electricians were made. The 
Seymour Telephone Company said it 
would try and send a gang of linemen 
here during the afternoon to assist 
the local electricians. 
At noon today 
it was stated that the service to In­ 
dianapolis would not be restored un­ 
til late tonight or probably tomorrow 
morning. 
The sleet is believed to be the worst 
in the history of the city.

With the exception of 
a few rural lines local telephone ser­ 
vice is uninterrupted and the rail­ 
road schedules so far as this imme­ 
diate territory is concerned are being 
followed with only short delays. The 
vicinity was swept by a heavy fall of 
sleet about midnight which continued 
about two hours. 
The sleet storm, 
however, was followed by rain which 
melted the ice on the telephone, tele­ 
graph and traction wires relieving the 
terrific pressure and prevent breaks. 
A stiff wind accompanied the sleet 
but fhe gale here was of compara­ 
tively short duration.

in front of the German defenses by an 
intense bombardment which continued 
for several hours before the infantry 
attacked. 
The situation in the Balkans has

Dispatches from both Ger­ 
manic and entente sources agree that 
the probability of an Austro-German- 
Bulgarian offensive against Salonica 
is disappearing with the withdrawal 
of the Bulgarian frontier guards to 
purely defensive positions well behind 
the Greek frontier. 
In fact, the central powers are In­ 
clined to regard the huge entente 
force at Salonica as safely couped up, 
useless and expensive, and that there­ 
fore it would be an advantage to the 
central powers to let it remain there.

IN BRITISH CABINET 


Compulsory Military Service 


For Unmarried Men. 


WOMAN 
ON 
PAROLE BOARD 


London, Dee. 29.—The advocates of 
compulsory military service for all 
unmarried “slackers” apparently have 
won the day. 
The departure from 
London of many of the leading minis 
ters after the cabinet meeting is taken 
as indicating that a final decision has 
been reached. 
The question at issue 
was whether or not compulsion should 
be applied immediately to bring into 
the army every eligible 
unmarried 
man who had failed to attest his wil­ 
lingness to serve under Lord l)erb>’s 
voluntary enlistment plan. 
According to the Daily Mail the re­ 
sult of the cabinet meeting was a tri­ 
umph for the principle of single men 
first. 
“There is a certainty that compul 
sion will be immediately applied,” the 
Daily Mail says. 
“The decision will

at the earliest possible opportunity 
after parliament reassembles Jan. 1.” 
The Daily Sketch says that recon­ 
struction of the cabinet w'as contemp­ 
lated with Premier Asquiih, Lloyd- 
George and Bonar Imw as a nucles.” 
The Times says: 
“The cabinet do- 
cided by a majority vote that it was 
bound by th* pledge given by Prem ier 
Asquith and generally approved the 
principle of compulsion as a result of 
Lord Derby's campaign.” It also says, 
“that Mr McKeena and Mr Runciman 
resigned, but that their resignations 
have not yet been accepted.”
